Wisconsin is back in the republican 


C It cast its vote on Tuesday for 
Hughes and Fairbanks, it elected Gov- 
ernor Pbilipp, it elected the entire re- 
publican state ticket, it elected a. solid 
republican delegation to congress and. 
it elected 
a republican state legis- 
lature. Governor Philipp will control 
both branches of the legislature. La 
Follette overwhelmed Wolfe. 
Returns received Wednesday night 
from 2,091 precincts out of 2.250 pre- 
cincts in the state gave Hughes 204 - 
41$ votes as against 180,465 for \\il- 
BOD.Returns from 2,014 precincts gave 
Philipp 203,934 votes as against id,- 
783 for Williams, and 1,976 precincts 
cave La Follette 203,972 votes as 
against 134,683 for Wolfe. . 
On the basis of unofficial returns 
Hughes will have a plurality of about 
30,000, Philipp's 
plurality will b* 
about 40,000 to 50,000 and La Fol- 
lette's purality will be about 75,000. 
Out of all the complications Incident 
to Wisconsin politics in the campaign 
just closed, Hughes carried the state, 
and Wisconsin again swings back in- 
to the 
republican column. La Fol- 
lette, who polled a heavy vote against 
Wolfe, by bis silence on the head of 
the ticket, threw support to Wilson. 
Gov. Philipp's support of tha national 
standard bearer proved a material fac- 
tor in Hughes' victory in this state. 
Hughes carried several democratic 
counties and made a good run in 
many republican counties. Had La. 
Follette made any effort to reunite 
the party, 
the head of the ticket 
would have 
polled a much heavier 


Governor Philipp carried his run- 
ning mates 
into power. Lieutenant 
Governor E. P. Dithmar, Merlin Hull, 
who will succeed Secretarw of State 
John 
S. Donald, State Treasurer 
Henry Johnson and Attorney Gener- 
al w'alter C. Owen were elected by 
large pluralities. 
The legislature will be strongly re- 
pubican and in sympathy with Phil- 
ipp's program of economy and effi- 
ciency. Late returns emphasize the 
fact that the governor 
will have a 
comfortable working majority m the 
senate. It was in the upper house of 
the last legislature that some of the 
administration measures were defeat- 
ed.Of 
the 
thirty-threa senators, of

EJIoits of the Rock County Game 
Protective association to stock a game 
preserve with ring neck pheasants, has 
met with •gratfylng success and sever- 
al huj^red birds are now roaming the 
woods on the CaldweH farm north of 
this city. It Is estimated that sixty or 
seventy pheasants will be available for 
breedii»g next season and to insure 
the further success of the venture, the 
game association proposes to proviua 
a -case comprising a two-acre orchard, 
which must be suitably fenced. The 
matter will be taken up at a, meeting 
of the association at eight o'clock next 
Monday evening at the city hall. 
A statement prepared 
.by F.. E. 
Green, president, and I. F. Wortendyke, 
secretary of the association, describes i 
in detail what has been done during 
the year. It is as follows: 


"Two or three years ago fifteen 
pheasants were secured by the Roc.c 
County Game Protective association 
and turned loose on the CaldweH farm. 
To protect them 
several 
adjoining 
farms were 
posted 
as "Game Re- 
serveb," a total of about 2,000 acres 
being covered. From time to time 
various conveys of pheasants are seen 
so that it is certain there has been 
conquerable increase. 
"This spring the association pur- 


chased forty birds costing $160. An 
inclosure 35x140 was built of ™Te; 
which, including wire roof, cost about 
$65. 
Sixteen bantams were purchased | 
;o hatch the pheasant 
eggs. These; 
cost $12. The chicks first hatched prac- 
tically all died for want of 
suitable 
shelter. For the next hatching shelter 
was .provided in the form of coops at 
a cost of about $22, and thirty or forty 
chicks came through all right. 
Tne 
first enclosure is too small to Keep 
these birds in during the winter and 
unles some provision, is made to en- 
close a much larger space, it will be 
necetisary to let the birds go. 
"In addition to the chicks raised m 
captivity, there are quite a few wild 
birds that are attracted by tame ones, 
so it is easily possible to increase the 
number of birds available for 
nex,. 


yenr'E, breeding purposes to 80 or 90. 
These birds are quoted at $'-50 
iier 
pair, making about three hundred dol- 
lars worth of birds available if suita- 
ble encloseure is provided. 
"To fence in about two acres of or- 
chard adjoining 
our present cage 
would cost about 3175. It is a pity to 
allow our investment of about J260 
to become lost. We have a. splendid 
start and ought to follow it up. The 
difflcuilv is, of course, lack of fund:!, 
but we feel that if those interested in 
gettiET our county stocked with pheas- 
ants knew the conditions, they would 
gladly give the small- amount neces- 
sary from each to enable this work tu 
be carried on. To this end a meeting 
of the Rock County Game Protective I 
association will be held on the 
citvj 
hall Monday evening, Nov. 13th, at S , 
o'clock.

"If vou are interested in seeing tins 
work "carried on, be present at this1 
meeting, for unless some wav can be 
devised 'to get a suitable enclosure at 
once, il will mean letting our birds 
go."
